The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a high frequency 
switching component comprising every one of the recited features and especially also 
having the "inductor... effective to eliminate an electrostatic surge occurring on the signal 
line. ..provided by a line electrode disposed inside the multilayer circuit board" as recited 
(see claim 1, lines 17-19) or similarly the "LC filter" also "effective to eliminate an 
electrostatic surge..." being "disposed inside the multilayer circuit board... between the 
bottom surface... and a ground electrode disposed inside the multilayer circuit board" 
(see claim 5, lines 16-18 and the last two lines, 24 and 25. thereof).
